Eight months ago he went TO 
work as fireman for the Southern Pa- 
cific Company and in that short time 
won the respect apd confidence of the 
officials and his fellow workmen. In 
a few months more he would have been 
eligible to join the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Firemen.

was not insured and he did not belong 
to any fraternal organization. 


The young man's death is one of th» 


saddest yet recorded in Washoe coun- 
ty. He was a prime favorite with all 
who knew him and the news of his 
death spread gloom not only in Reno, 
but throughout Sparks last night.

A GOVERNMENT DEPARTMENT OF MINES AND 


MINING 


P 


RESIDENT ROOSEVELT after having decided that 


such a department would benefit the country, or- 


ganized the Department of Commerce and Labor, making 
its able Secretary, Mr. George B. Cortelyou, a member of 
his cabinet. The wisdom of this movement has been dem- 
onstrated, and the President has bE^en heartily commended 
both for organizing the department and for his wise selec- 
tion of its secretary. 


Now that our agricultural and commerce friends have 


been accorded such good representation in the government, 
we believe that the great mining industry is entitled to the 
same recognition. The great mines of our country pro- 
duce more than one billion dollars a year; a production 
that adds to the strength, stability and wealth of the whole 
country, and by which every citizen of the country is ben- 
efltted. 


It will undoubtedly astonish our readers to learn that 


the present mining laws were enacted in 1864 and 1872, 
and for the past thirty-five years, with the exception of 
some minor enactments regarding assessment work, proof 
of it, etc., the laws remain the same. The result is that our 
mining laws are unsatisfactory and crude. That such a 
state of affairs does exist is a reflection upon our govern- 
ment; and we look to the Roosevelt administration for the 
enactment of a set of mining laws that will be adequate 
and up-to-date. 


Under the direction of a secretary of the Department of 


Mines and Mining, the miers, mining engineers, and the 
investing public would obtain from the department reliable 
and authentic information in regard to every mining prop- 
osition in the country, and thereby would be protected 
from the relentless grasp of the f.^ke schemer. The result 
of which would be that the fakers would be driven out of 
business and the investor^ would put their money into 
the development of legitimate mining companies. 


As a matter of business policy we, as a great mineral 


producing nation, should be extremely careful to nourish 
and promote our mining inductry to its highest limit. The 
importance of mining reaches f£r beyond the interests oC 
the miner; the railroad that transports the ore; the smel- 
ter that treats it; or the state in which it is mined. Every 
ounce of mineral produced in our country is a direct ben- 
t-fit to every citizen in the United States, as it not only 
enricnes us at home, but also strengthens our credit, and 
enlarges our trade with foreign nations. 


Hardly a day passes while congress is in session that 


thp manufacturing, commercial and transportation inter- 
ests do not receive special attention and favors in regard 
to the laws governing them. But for 35 years the United 
States government has either overlooked or ignored the 
greatest source of its wealth. For the real commercial and 
financial growth of our country Jaes from the discovery 
of gold in the State of California in 1849. Certainly It i=i 
not necessary for us to instruct the intelligent American 
people as the value of their great mining industries or of 
need of having proper laws.

lished at the earliest possible moment!

was extremely favorable. After the payment of operatin; 
expenses and fixed charges theie remained net earnings 
of $710,895, or more than ten per cent of the capital stock. 
The prospeiity of the railroad is assured by the construc- 
tion of the canal. During the ten or more years before the 
i-anal is opened, the road is assured of a large increase 
in its local and through business and even after the 
water way is completed, it is certain thpt the iocal traffic 
on the Isthmus will produce mu^h larger earnings than 
those which have hitherto been received 


An imoprtant transaction mentioned in the report is 


1he termination of the exclusive contract with the Pa- 
cific Mail Steamship Company, which has lasted sines 
June 11. 1902. The termination of this agreement is ex- 
pected to introduce further confusion into overland freight 
rates. The report contains the statement of the committee 
on Interstate Commerce of the House of Representatives. 
The conclusion of this report Is that the Panama Railroad 
is a valuable property which should be retained and oper- 
ated by the United States Government. The committee 
holds, however .that the rates now charged are much

uously displayed upon the counters 
of stores, hotels

places io this city. The Volunteers of 
America have taken this novel, but 
not new method, of securing funds for 
the prosecution of a very commenda- 
ble work. 


These little boxes have been used 


by charitable organizations the coun- 
try over, and have proven a very ma- 
terial source of revenue. Each month a 
harvest of small coin is taken from 
them and devoted to the aleviation of 
the condition of the poor. While the 
individual contributions in these boxes 
is in nearly every case small, the ag- 
gregate totals a substantial sum. The 
Volunteers of 
America 
in selecting 


this means of securing funds, have 
followed the plan adopted in the cen- 
ters of population by the child saving 
societies. It is a remarkable fact that 
the work of child rescue and relief 
as followed by the most effective or- 
ganizations, is in many cases, sup- 
ported very largely by the contribu- 
tions taken from the "mite boxes" 
scattered 
about 
in 
public 
places. 


Thousands of children are annually 
rescued from a life of poverty and 
degredation from the 
money which 


is dropped

Reno is not the only point where 


the Volunteers of America have taken 
this plan to replenish their charitable 
exchequer.

The latest development in the discus- 


sion over the removal of the bridge Broker 
across the Truckee river is the con- Sales, 
sideration by the city 
council 
and 


county commissioners in joint assem- 
bly of the report of the San Francisco 
Bridge Company. The document, the 
contents of which are in the nature of 
expert information, was read and will 
be again considered at a special joint 
'meeting of the city council and county 
commissioners to be held tomorrow af- 
ternoon, when some definite action will 
probably be taken by the joint body. 


The report from the bridge company 


is at once o{ great interest to 
the 


property holders of Reno and is as 
follows: 


The Virginia 
street 
bridge is a 


through bridge with two 
bowstring 


trusses of wrought iron. Between the 
trusses is a sixteen-foot driveway and 
outside each truss is a seventy-foot 
walk, resting on the extended floor 
beams. Floor beams are at. each panel 
point and of double 6x12 timber. 
EXAMINATION OF TRUSSES AND 


BRACING 


Very little corrosion can be detected 


on the exposed steel work, and in no 
%isible place has rusting taken place 
to 
essentially 
injure 
the 
original 


strength of the members. During Us 
long yesrs of service the bridge has 
withstood the wear and tear of traffic 
well. 
Some of the posts have been 


slightly bent or dislocated, but not in 
a degree to permanently injure same. 
They could be readjusted at slight ex- 
pense. 
The vibration of the bridge 


under heavy teams is noticeable. This 
vibration is caused, not by the main 
members of the bridge being of in- 
sufficient size: they are on the contrary 
ample and strong enough to sustain 
the weight of the bridge fully loaded, 
but by the slight dimensions of the 
diagonals and light lateral bracing. 
These members do not fully prevent 
the swaying of the bridge under pass- 
Ing heavy teams. Mathematical 
in- 


vestigation proves that each member 
of the bridge is such that the steel 
work of the old bridge could still he 
used under 
light 
traffic, 
excluding 


heavy drayage, stearn rollers or other 
road engines. 


EXAMINATION OF FLOORING 
The plank flooring of the bridge is 


not in good condition and should the 
bridge be removed to other site, main 
part of the flooring should be substi- 
tuted for new lumber. 


MOVING OF BRIDGE 


As previously stated, sway and lat- 


eral bracing of bridge is light, so light 
that it does not give the bridge stiff- 
ness enough to bodily remove it from 
its present site, but to move it the 
bridge should be taken apart. 
The 


dissembling of the bridge would also 
be of advantage, as such parts as are 
not now visible would then be dis- 
placed and if corroded or otherwise in- 
jured, could be replaced or repaired.
